Half way around the world, the 
economic shock of the Battle of 
Birtain has been felt by California 
agriculture, particularly in loss of 
markets for canned, dried and pro- 
cessed food products. Britain began 
the war with plenty of ships, and 
she preferred to bring in food sup- 
plies the long way ’round from her 
far-flung empire and thus conserve 
her limited dollar credits in this 
country for expenditure on planes, 
tanks and guns. 

The German market was largely 
lost, even before the war was begun 
—a severe shock to the California 
prune industry and to many other 
branches of agriculture. Hitler, striv- 
ing for self-sufficiency, and seeking 
to keep German capital in Ger- 
many, cut off imports from Califor- 


nia and other sections of the United | 


States long before the British block- 
ade finished the job. Italy, France 
and Spain—Belgium, Holland and 
Finland — also have been lost, at 
least for the time being, as poten- 
tial markets for California produce. 

History has a strange custom of 
repeating itself, however, and the 
slogan of 1918, “Food Will Win The 
War,” may soon become the slogan 
of 1941. Attacks of Axis submarines 
and bombers upon English merch- 
ant ships have been so dangerously 
effective in reducing commercial 
tonnage that the U. S. Bureau of 
Agricultural Economics predicted a 
few days ago that Britain will be 
obliged to shorten her trade routes 
for civilian supplies, and obtain im- 
mense quantities of such supplies 
by the comparatively short sea haul 
from the U. S. A. and Canada. An 
enactment of the lend-lease bill has 
loosened the restrictions on British

Britain, 
at the moment, needs food almost 
as badly as she needs weapons and 
intends to draw on this country 
heavily for livestock products such 
as canned pork, dried eggs, evapor-

Reports from Washington indi- 
cate that the lend-lease act will 
bring about the biggest farm pur- 
chase plan since the last world war, 
with considerable benefit to Amer- 
ican agriculture. But there will be 
no hectic campaign to plant mil- 
lions of additional acres and boost 
production, as there was back in 
1917 and 1918. Agriculture hasn’t 
yet recovered from that debacle of 
more than two decades ago—and 
conditions today are vastly differ- 
ent. 


In the first World War, England, 
France, Italy, the Scandinavian 
countries and even Russia desper- 
ately needed wheat and cotton. In 
fact, they called out for all man- 
ner of food supplies. American ag- 
riculture expanded its plant to feed 
two-thirds of the world; prices then 
boomed—and, when the war ended, 
the bottom fell out! 


But today, while industrial areas 
in the United States have benefit- 
ted from the national defense spend- 
ing program, farming areas, thus far, 
have not. In fact, there has been 
serious danger that the farmer 
would find the prices of all the 
things he must buy increasing, with 
no comparable increase in the price 
of the commodity he sells. The an- 
ticipateq big buying program by 
Britain may help to avert that ca- 
lamity, but it will not, on the other 
hand, bring boom conditions to ag- 
riculture. 

Any farmer who sees prosperity 
just around the corner, as a result 
of proposed shipments to Britain— 
and who might feel tempted to step 
up his production—should take an- 
other look. This country has a car- 
ry-over of 700,000,000 bushels of

WASHINGTON, (iP) — Selective 
service officials today expected to 
hold a second draft degistration this - 
summer for youths who have reach- 

jed the age of 21 since October 16, 
the date of the original registration 
for compulsory military training. 
| Officials expect President Roose- 
| velt to issue a proclamation setting 
the date for the new registration 

Last fall, more than 16,000,000 men 
between the ages of 21 and 35, in- 
clusive, registered. The new regis- 
tration probably would involve 1,- 
000,000 young men who have come 
of age since October.
